This is disease. On the other hand. if

trations. 

This group of foods need not be dis- 
continted or eliminated from the diet 
entirely, but the quantity -should be 
limited to the amount the body actu- 
ally needs.

The mild soda fountain’ drink. cold 
fruit juices and ices are all good, but 
sweet drinks should be avoided during 
hot weather. 


The Value of Pyre Water. 

Of all drinks plain cold water is the 
best. If an abundance of cool water 
was drunk and a reasonable amount 
of activity taken the body” could be 
i given a real spring housecleaning and 
the hot day, instead of being a menace 
to life, could be made a thing to be de- 
sired. Instead of resting in the shade. 
Jolling upon a seacoast veranda and 
doing everything to avoid the heat. 
people should learn how to utilize heat 
so-as to increase elimination of body 
poison and thus promote health. 

They should learn how to Select their | 
| food and drink, first, so as to give 
the body normal beat and energy un- 
‘der the varying conditions of atmos- 
pheric temperature; second, how to 
combine-their food at each meal so. it 
would be chemically harmonious and, 
third, how to proportion it so that they 
would not be overfed on some elements 
of nutrition while underfed on others.
